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In response to the after final amendment filed October 28, 2003, the examiner would like 
to note that the breadth of the claims where applicant correlates mechanisms and pathways 
common to impaired or deteriorating neurological function is not convincing. The record does 
not support direct correlations between said mechanisms and pathways to impaired or 
deteriorating neurological function. The declaration filed under 37 CFR 1.132 has been carefully 
considered, however, it is deficient in presenting facts or evidence to overcome the prima facia 
case of lack of enablement instantly asserted. In the absence of sufficient 
nomenclatorially/formulaically/structurally identities for the components of the composition to 
be used as active agents in the methods, applicants should claim the combinations of components 
sufficiently and distinctly as particularly described to be efficacious in treating the specific 
neurological functions for which there can be found support in the specification.
